by congress of a fund to meet the 
deficit; 
operating 
economies; 
In- 


creased volume of traffic and reduc- 
tion of -wages. 
No matter what the final disposi- 


tion of the-railroad problem may be. 
' the money to operate the roads must 


bo had in 1019 and the means of ob- 
taining it is causing some anxiety. In- 
creased freight rates will load another 
burden on the public which is gamely 
footing- 
the 
bills; appropriation by 


congress will also mean the taxpayer 
m-ust pay. 
Operating economies will 


moan the curtailment of service which 
has been none too good. 
Increased 


volume of traffic perhaps Is possible 
but in viewing tho past, it Is doubtful 
if more traffic can be moved than is 
being handled now. Decreased wages 
with present high 
priced prevailing 


would perhaps stir up trouble.

DISEASES OF CATTLE

To produce the millions of quarts 


of milk that have put -'Wisconsin In 
the lead as the greatest dairy state an 
immense number of cattle is kept 
her farms. 
Of all 
the 
diseases 


which these cattle are 
subject 
the 


abortion disease is by far the most 
common 
and 
important. 
Although 
there are some vital questions about 
this disease that remain unanswered 
nnd must await tlio result of experi- 
ments now under way to shed light 
upon obscure conditions, it is neces- 
sary that the known facts be made 
acc*sible to those Interested that the 
enviable record that 
Wisconsin'' has 
made in dairying must not fall. 
It Is estimated that about 8 per cent 


of all milch cows abort cash year be- 
cause of this abortion disease. 
On 


this basis the animal loiss would be 
about $3,570,000. 
The term abortion 


disease Is applied to that affection of 
cattle that is produced as a result of 
tho invasion of the body by a. certain 
germ, 
that 
can 
be transmitted 
to 


other, animals, that affects several an- 
imals in many herds, and that runs a 
course of -weeks or even months. 
Al- 


though it is true that abortion disease 
may disappear as suddenly from the 
herd as It appeared, yet. there Is far 
greater probability that it will be do^- 
mant in the herds for years, breaking 
out every now and then until often 
more than 50 per cent of the cowa 
have aborted and 75 per cent have 
become infected.

I.I is known that a ration composed 


of wheat and other products of the 
wheat plant 
reduces 
the 
resistive 
power of the cow xo all diseases and 
often causes her to calve prematurely. 
Corn, on the other hand, contains all 
l.he elements neceiisury for successful 
growth and reproduction. The germs 
of the disease, however-, enter in many 
with food or drink: through the geni- 
tal tract, during sexual intercourse or 
hy contuct with contaminated objects, 
through a break in the skin, as a cut 
or a wound; ar through the udder, 
cither by penetration or by introduc- 
tion through the teat canal. 
Calves 


of diseased dams may acquire the dis- 
ease before as well as aft.<;r birth. The 
most dangerous source o:f infection is 
the cow which has a vaginal discharge 
as a result of abortion infection, for 
just before and after a. cow aborts she 
gives off. large numbers of abortion 
g-erms in the 
discharge 
from 
the 
vagina. 
Such an anirr.ail is called a 


carrier. 
Some cows are known to act 


as carriers for several 
years 
after 


they have ceased to abort; and while 
they fcem to be in normal health. 


The best test to determine the pres- 


ence of the disease germs in the an- 
imal is known as the blood test. 
It 


is the only practical test that is at all 
reliable. 
The hollow, pointed needle 


of a veterinary syringe is 
plunged 


through the skin into a. vein. 
The 


blood may be drawn from a milk vein 


I or a Juglar 
vein. 
If 
the

chosen, it should be first 
engorged 


with blooB by drawing: a rope Uffhtlv 
around the neck of the animal Just In 
on ! frc.nt of the shoulders.

blood is caught In a sterile test tube 
or smaJl bottlo as It flows from the 
needle. 
The samples should then be 
sent to the Veterinary Science Labor- 
atory of the College of Agriculture, 
Universitjr I of 
Wisconsin, 
Madison.

then be well saturated with reliable 
disinfectant. 
The cow's rump, tall,

scrubbing with a warm disinfectant 
solution while there Js any vaginal 
discharge. 
Tho -vagina 
should 
be 
douched with a bath made by dissolv- 
ing- two level tablespoons of common 
salt in one gallon of freshly boiled, 
blood-warm 
water. 
That wakes 
a 


quantity sufficient for ono treatment 
In case of on abortion a competent 
veterinarian should be called to deter- 
mine whether tho afterbirth should be 
removed "at once. 


Inasmuch as all veterinarians 
re- 
gard propriatory preparations as be- 
ing useless or worse than useless for 
thu prevention or cure of abortion, 
emphasis must be placed on the pre- 
vention of the spread of the disease. 
Kxperimcnts thus far seem to indicate' 
that one process of immunizing 
is 


eflicalious In development in 
cattle 


such a resistence lo the abortion germ 
that an animal *ay be exposed to dis- 
ease without serious danger of con- 
tracting-. 
Jn general use, however, it 


is not advised. 
The laboratory men- 


tioned above is anxious to enter into 
correspondence with reliable breeders 
with a view to further experiment in 
the Immunizing- of iheir herds. 
L'ntil 
these experiments have been 
com- 


pleted eternal vigilance must be exer- 
cised by the cattle owner to prevent 
the introduction of the infection. 
The 
herds should be tested once or twice 
a year. 
All cows from the 
outside 


must be given the blood test before 
bplng: admitted to the herd. 
The fol- 


lowing procedure is recommended for 
handling- a herd of cattle in which 
iibprtion Infection is known to exist: 
(1) dsjily douching with a. salt solu- 
tion of all' cows that have a vaginal 
discharge;

accumulation of pus; (4) disposel of 
aborted

beddinfr by burning or deep burying 
and 
disinfection of the glitters and 


floor; (;") isolvtion of all cows known 
to be affected with abortion. It would 
be unreasonable to hope that every 
abortion could be prevented, but there 
is assurance that the disease may '.be 
effectively controlled if this plan is 
followed.

The February evening- sky is fortu- 
nate in uossessinj? both Jupiter and 
Saturn, the largest planets of the solar 
eystem. 
Jupiter will be found almost 
overhead, making: a fine triangle with 
tho heavenly twins. Castor and Uol- 
lux. 
Further to the cast is Saturn, 


ciulte close to the royal star Regulus 
ot tho constellation of Leo. Mars and 
Venus also may 
be 
observed 
this 


month: they tiro close tog-ether In the 
western sky, and may be looked for 
just after sunset, as they both disap- 
pear below the horizon will before the 
time of our map. 
It is not a very 
common occurrence that on a sins'lc 
fine evening- all these planets should 
bo observable, and it is an opportunity 
well worth tak'm g-advantag-e of.

other thing- which favors the amateur 
astronomer this month is that all the 
planets aro in positions which make 
very easy to recognize.

The Satellites of Saturn, 
c had occasion last month to dis- 
cuss the famous rinss of the planet 
Saturn and some of the interesting- 
historical facts in connection 
with 


them. 
Very- few people luiod that 


Saturn possesses also 
a 
numerous 


family of satellites, no less than nine. 
One of thesn is even visible in a. small 
telescope, 
though 
perhaps not 
as 


easily observable as the four large 
moons of the planet Jupiter. 
Galileo 
did not discover this satellite; it was 
first observed and recognized in 1655 
by Huyghens, the same who discov- 
ered the true nature of the mysterious 
appendages of Saturn 
reported 
by 
Galileo. 
Of the remainder, four were 


ciiscovered by Cassini, two by William 
Herschel, one by Bond and Lassell, 
nnd the latest by \V. H. Pickering- as 
late as 1S90. 
The 
largest 
moon. 
Titan, has a diameter of about 3,00 
mllfis andMs. therefore larger than our 
own satellite. 
The distance of Sat- 


urn is,-however, so great 
that 
tho 


sixes of the satellites cannot be ac- 
curately 
measured, 
but 
must

Judged from their brig-htnesa 
only.

The outer -one, which seems to be the 
smallest, is probably only about 200 
miles in diameter. 
Tho tiny member of Saturn's fam- 


ily is really the most interesting- of 
them ail, because it hos-what is called 
retrograde motion.

to the general motion of bodies in the 
solar system, it moves in its orbit 
from east -to west, instead of 
from 


west to east. 
All the planets rotate 


on their tuxes and revolve In their or- 
bits in a west-tc-east direction, in the 
direction, one might say, opposite to 
that taken by the hands- of a clock. 
Practically all the satellites of thp 
planets do the same,

In accordance with the "order of the Postmaster General, dated December 13, 1918, new 
schedules oi rates for telephone toll calls under which all toll calls throughout the United , 
States are placed'on a uniform basis, become effective 12:01 a. m., January 2j, 1919 


Under these new schedules the "station to station" rate is the base rate upon which all rates 
for the various classes of service offered, are computed. This rate is determined by the air 
line distance between toll points and is computed, for the initial period, on the basis of 5c. 
for each 6 miles up to 24 miles and 5c. for each 8 miles beyond that distance. — 


/ . 


For toll calls where the calling party does not specify a particular person to be reached at the 
called telephone, the "station to station" rate is charged. This method provides the cheaoest 
and quickest form of telephone toll service. 


"Station''to station" calls must be made as far as possible by giving the telephone ^number 
of the calledvtelephone. Where the,number is not known and telephone directory-informa- 
tion is not available, the number should be obtained from "Long Distance" or if the called 
telephone is at a distant point,- the name and address of the called subscriber should be given 
to the toll operator.

For toll calls ,where .the calling party specifies a particular person to be reached at the called 
telephone and \the connection is established and conversation held with that person, the 
"person to person" rate is, charged. As this service, requires a greater amount of operating 
effort, the rate for such cafls is about one-fourth, greater than the "station, to station" rate. 
(Minimum "person to person" rate 20c.) 


For toll' calls on a "person to- person" basis, Jwhere the calling parry, in placing the call, 
designates a definite time at which he will talk and the conversation is held, the "appoint- 
ment" rate is charged.. As this service involves the making of the appointment in ^addition - 
to .(he operating- effort necessary. for a "person to person" call, the "appointment" rate ,is 
about one-half greater than the "station to station" rate. 
(Minimum "appointment" rate 25c.) 


For toll calls made on a "person to person" basis where messenger service is required'to 
secure attendance of the designated person, at the called telephone, the "messenger call" rate 
applies. This rate is the same as the "appointment" rate, plus any necessary charge for mes- 
senger service-

In connection with all toll calls other than those made on a "station to station" basis where 
the connection is established but the conversation is not held, because of any reason beyond 
the control of the telephone company a "report charge" is made equivalent to about one-fourth 
of the "station to station" rate. 
(Minimum "report charge" 1 Oc., maximum $2.00.) 


Reduced rates, applying only to calls made on a "station to station" basis are quoted for toll 
service between the hours of 8:30 p.m. and"4:30 a.m. JThe rate between 8:30 p.m. and 12 
midnight ("evening rate") is about one-half the "station to station" day rate, and between 12 
midnight and 4:30 a. m. ("night rate") about.one-fourth the "station to station" day rate. 
The 


minimum night rate is 25c. Where the "station to station" day rate is 25c. or less no reduction 
is made for night service. 


The time at which connection is established at originating point governs the.rate determining 
whether the day, evening or night charge.applies on "station to station" service.
